It is well known that the ordinary 
carrel Is not adapted for the shipment 
of perisnable 
produce for long dis 
tances. 
There being no means oi 
ventilation, the produce rots in a 
short time and therefore becomes un­ 
fit for sale. 
A Southerner has In­ 
vented a novel ventilated barrel that 
is designed particularly for the ship­ 
ping of spinach, kale and other garden 
produce, an illustration of which is 
shown here. The barrel is light, strong 
and durable, the ventilated openings 
being so arranged that they will not 
become clogged and closed by the con­ 
tents of the barrel. 
The body of the 
barrel is composed of the two sets of 
veneer staves, one set being arranged 
within the other. 
The other staves, 
which are spaced apart slightly, have 
straight parallel edges and when the 
staves are bowed to form the bilge of 
the barrel a tapering 
intervening 
space Is formed. 
The 
outer staves 
have vertical ventilating slots, or open* 
lugs at the center, these slots being 
located between the middle hoops of 
the barrel, permitting the escape of 
moisture and sweat from the contents 
of the barrels. The inner staves cover 
the intervening spaces between the 
outer staves, making a barrel of great 
strength. 
The inner staves are also

Valuable Relic Presented to Massa* 
chusetts Baptist Society. 
An article of historic interest is 
the first communion cup used by the 
Avon (M assachusetts) Baptist society, 
which recently celebrated Its 125th 
anniversary. 
The cup is now in the custody of 
Deacon W. Elmer Crane of Avon. 
It 
is of pewter, and holds about half a 
pint. 
Originally there were two cups 
presented to the society, but there is 
no record of the present location of 
the companion cup. 
The society was organized in 1784, 
and for some time previous to the 
building of a church services were 
held at various places. The first com­ 
munion was administered on the first 
Sunday in March, 1785, when this cup 
was used. Upon the discontinuance of 
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the early form of service the cup came 
into the possession of Deacon Charles 
Packard, who some time previous to 
his death, many years ago, presented 
to Marcus M. Porter, now a resident of 
Stoughton, who at that time lived in 
Avon, and was a deacon in the Baptist 
church. 
Few persons knew of the ex­ 
istence of the cup until a few’ weeks 
ago, when. at the celebration of the 
125th anniversary of the society, Mr. 
Porter presented the cup to the so­ 
ciety.

Pyroradio Activity the Latest. 
Pyroradio activity is the dernier cri. 
This is tho radio active power taken 
by a wire charged with negative elec­ 
tricity as it is heated. 
Such a Aire 
includes radio activity in any sub­ 
stance submitted to its action, toing 
without the help of radium. 
Dr. H. 
Toum marina of Switzerland discover­ 
ed pyroradio activity, also discovered 
that any substance placed in the me­ 
dium surrounding X rays becomes 
radio activity. Any solid body, includ­ 
ing fruit, grass, and live animals, as 
well as any kind of conducive or in- 
j fellating liquids, have thus been made 
radio active. 
In experimenting with 
birds Dr. Toummarina found that the 
intensity of radio active radiating is 
stronger with grown individuals than 
*n 'o u n g ones, and depends also on 
the state of activity or rest of the 
subject. 
Rad: > activity seems to be 
proportioned to muscular activity or 
vital energy. 
This phenomenon, for 
which bloradio activity has been sug­ 
gested as a name, apparently has a 
rather Intimate relation with life, and 
from this point of view its further in­ 
vestigation probably will yield results 
of great bearing, both in philosophi­ 
cal and practical problems. 


Arrow Throwing. 
An old English sport that still siir- 
\i\e s from the days when the bow and 
arrow were in use in that of arrow 
throwing, and in parts of Yorkshire it 
is still made one of the features of 
athletic 
meets. 
The 
arrows 
are 
straight shafts three feet long, with­ 
out either barb or feather, and are 
thrown by the aid of a bit of string 
wrapped about the throw er’s hand and 
about the butt of the arrow. 
A skil­ 
ful man can send the arrow one hun­ 
dred and fifty yards, though it requires 
some experience to cause the arrow 
to leave the string without tangling. 
Once the knack is acquired the sport 
is said to he more fascinating than 
putting the shot or throwing the ham ­ 
mer. 
There is a movement on foot* to 
have the sport made one of the feat­ 
ures of the college games, since both 
skill and strength are required.

United States engineers, who meas­ 
ured t ll*' flow of I he river below the 
falls, show’s that it discharges 230,000 
cubic feet of water a second from tho 
one lake to the other. 
In Its descent 
of twenty-seven miles from lake to 
lake Niagara river develops the equiv­ 
alent 
of about 9,000,000 theoretical 
horsepower. 


Oldest Specimen of Human Remains. 
An 
almost perfect skeleton 
was 
found in a cave a t Mentone, March. 
l v’.72. 
It showed Its owner to have 
been a tall, well-formed man, with an 
average skull and a facial angle of 85 
degrees. 
Tho 
antiquity 
of 
this 
skeleton, 
known as the Mentone man 
is un­ 
doubted. 
His bones are associated 
with those of the cave-lion, cave-bear 
and other extinct animals. 
All tho 
bones were in place, surrounded by 
flint Implements, and the remains of 
animals which the man probably had 
killed. 
Twenty-two perforated teeth 
which may have formed a chaplet, lay 
by his head. 
These bones, with tho Dutchman’s 
skull found in a cave near Engis are 
tho oldest specimens known of human 
remains, and go far to prove that pre­ 
historic races were 
well 
with brain pow’er.

PROOF OF BIRDS' INTELLIGENCE 


A Ventilated Barrel. 


It Is well known that the ordinary 


barrel is not adapted for the shipment 
of perishable 
produce for long dis 


tances. 
There being no means ol 


ventilation, the produce rots in a 
short time and therefore be.com ea un- 
fit for sale. 
A Southerner has In- 


vonteii a novel ventilated barrel that 
is designed particularly for the ship- 
ping of spinach, kale and other garden 
produce, an illustration of which is 
shown here. The barrel is light, strong 
and durable, the ventilated openings 
being so arranged that they will not 
become clogged and closed by the con- 
tents of the barrel. The body of the 
barrel is composed of tb,e two sets of 
veneer staves, one set being arranged 
within the other. 
The other staves, 


which are spaced apart slightly, have 
straight parallel edges and when the 
staves are bowed to form the bilge of 
the barrel a tapering 
intervening 


space is formed. The 
outer staves 


have vertical ventilating slots, or open- 
Ings at the center, these slots being 
located between the middle hoops of 
the barrel, permitting the escape of 
moisture and sweat from the contents 
of the barrels. The inner staves cover 
the Intervening spaces between the 
outer staves, making a barrel of great 
strength

the first communion cup used by the 
Avon (Massachusetts) Baptist society, 
which recently celebrated Its 125th 
anniversary.

Deacon W. Elmer Crane of Avon.

spaced apart, the spaces being located 
opposite to the ventilating openings 
of the outer staves.

A piece of coarse fabric 


serves as a top. 


Arrow Throwing. 


An old English sport that still sur- 


vives from the days when the bow and 
arrow were In use In that of arrow 
throwing, and in parts of Yorkshire it 
is still made one of the features of

meets. 
The arrows are 


straight shafts three feet long, with- 
out either barb or feather, and are 
thrown by the aid of a bit of string 
wrapped about the thrower's hand and 
about the butt of the arrow.

This Is the radio active power taken 
by n wire charged with negative elec- 
tricity as it is heated. 
Such a wire 


Includes radio activity in any sub- 
stance submitted to Its action, < olnc; 
without the heip of radium. 
Dr. H. 


Toummnrina of Switzerland discover- 
ed pyroracllo activity, also discovered 
that any substance placed in the me- 
dium surrounding X rays becomes 
radio activity. Any solid body. Includ- 
ing fruit, grnns, and live animals, as 
\vell as any Kind of conducive or in- 
sulating liquids, have thus been made 
radio active 
In experimenting with 


birds Dr. Toumnmrina found that the 
intensity of radio active radiating is 
stronger with grown Individuals than 
in joung ones, and depends also on 
the state of activity or rest of the 
subject. 
Radio activity seems to be 


propoi tioncd to muscular activity or 
vital energy 
This phenomenon, for 


which blorndio activity has been sug 
gcsted as a nrnie, apparently has a 
rather Intimate relation with life, and 
from this point of view its further In- 
vestigation probably will yield results 
of great bearing, both in philosophi- 
cal and practical problems.

train engineers than men with man- 
hood's quota of courage, backbone, 
moral strength. "College courses are 
apt to give 99 per cent to technical 
subjects, and t per cent to culture 
studios 
When older men talk about 


the value to an engineering student 
of a debating society, of familiarity 
with parliamentary practice, of fluen- 
cy In composition, of culture studies, 
of the training In effective co-opern- 
tion, of education as a means of form- 
Ing right habits and developing tho 
faculties as well as acquiring techni- 
cal knowledge, the students In engln- 
"erlng do not seem to know what 
they moan." An engineer of wide ex- 
perience says that jn selecting young 
engineers for specific work he found 
a greater number were lacking in 
moral qualifications than in technical 
ability. 


Niagara River Waterfall. 


Niagara river, in its course from 


r.alce Erie to Lake Ontario, falls a 
distance of 627 feet. A survey by the 
United States engineers, who meas- 
ured the flow of the river below the 
fulls, shows that it discharges 230,000 
cubic feet of water a second from the 
one lake to the other. In its descent 
of twenty-seven miles from lake to 
lake Niagara river develops the equiv- 
alent of about 9,000,000 theoretical 
horsepower. 


Oldest Specimen of Human Remains. 


An almost perfect skeleton was 


found In a cave at Mentone, March, 
1872. 
It showed its owner to have 


been a tall, well-formed man, with an 
average skull and a facial angle of 85 
degrees. 


The 
antiquity of this 
skeleton, 


known as the Mentone man, is un- 
doubted. His bones are associated 
with those of the cave-lion, cave-bear 
and other extinct animals. 
All the 


bones were in place, surrounded by 
flint implements, and the remains of 
animals which the man probably had 
killed. Twenty-two perforated teeth, 
which may have formed a chaplet, lay 
by his head. 


These bones, with the Dutchman's 


skull found in a cave near Engis, are 
the oldest specimens known of human 
remains, and go far to prove that pre- 
historic races were 
well furnished 
with brain power. 


Dressing for Fish or Meat. 


Put dry bread or blscut into cold 


water, let cook till soft, then squeeze 
as dry as you conveniently can with 
the hands. To each quart of bread 
thus prepared add one tablespoon of 
poultry seasoning, two 
tablespoons 


melted butter, lard or drippings. (I 
like the last best. Sausage fat is nice). 
One teaspoon taking powder and salt 
to taste. Mash fine and mix thor- 
oughly. Can Ve baked with the meat 
or In a separate dish. Sage and pep- 
per can be used in place of poultry 
seasoning if preferred. This is a good 
way to use up crusts, broken and dry 
pieces of bread and is cheap, but good. 


Delicious Apple Pudding. 


One heaping cupful of pastry flour, 


one rounding tablespoon of baking 
powder, one 
ealtspoonful salt, one 


rounding dessertspoonful of lard, rub- 
bed in. Mix soft as for biscuit. Pare 
and slice six apples in a tin pail, but- 
tered, sprinkled with one tablespoon- 
ful of sugar, two of water and a little 
nutmeg If desired. Spread the dough 
over it and put on a tight cover and 
place in a kettle of boiling water. 
Steam two and a half hours. 


For the sauce take one half cup of 


molasses, one-half cup of sugar, two 
cups of hot water, one-half cup of but- 
ter. Boil fifteen minutes and thicken 
with corn starch to right consistency; 
then add one tublespoonful of vinegar, 
one saltspoonful of salt. After add- 
ing the lost two ingredients boll for 
a few minutes.

\vell as any kind of conducive or in- 
sulating liquids, have thus been made 
radio nctive 
In experimenting with 


birds Dr. Toummarina found that the 
intensity of radio active radiating is 
stronger with grown Individuals than 
In }ottng ones, and depends also on 
tho state of activity or rest of the 
subject. 
Radio activity scorns to be 


propoi tioncd to muscular activity or 
vital energy 
This phenomenon, for 


which blorndio activity has been sug 
gostocl as a nrme, apparently has a 
rather Intimate relation with life, anc 
from this point of view its further In 
vestigation probably will yield results 
of great bearing, both in philosophi- 
cal and practical problems. 


Arrow Throwing.

The 
antiquity of this 
skeleton, 


known as the Mentone man, is un- 
doubted. His bones are associated 
with those of the cave-lion, cave-bear 
and other extinct animals. 
All the 


bones were in place, surrounded by 
flint implements, and the remains of 
animals which the man probably had 
killed. Twenty-two perforated teeth, 
which may have formed a chaplet, lay 
by his head. 


These bones, with the Dutchman's 


skull found in a cave near Engis, are 
the oldest specimens known of human 
remains, and go far to prove that pre- 
historic races were 
well furnished 
with brain power.

War Novelty From Austria. 


A simple, but effective method for 


transporting infantrj across rivers has 
Just been invented by Capt. Unger 
mann, of the Austrian Technical Mil 
Itary Academy. The whole equipment 
and clothing of the soldier Is con- 
verted into a floating bod>, the out- 
ward covering of which Is composed 
of tent canvas and cloak. The vlfle 
is used as a connecting stay under- 
neath. 
A piece of thin cord, which 


every Austrian soldier carries, serves 
as a towing rope, and the soldiers 
who can swim tow tho bundles across 
the river. The non-swimmers are also 
towed over. Experiments carried out 
at Ragusa and Trebinje under the su 
pervision of the war office are repoited 
to have been entirely successful. The 
new method costs nothing and in 
volves only a small expenditure of 
time and trouble.
